paper was "Legal Education in Eng- 
land " Both at Oxford and Cambridge, 
he said, the study of tae Roman law 
occupies a most important and leading 
position, and at Cambndge no one can 
take a degree in law, nor at Oxford can 
one take a place 111 the final honour ex- 
amination in the school of jurispru 
deuce, nor obtain the degree of B C L 
•without a knowledge of its history and 
pnnciples, and an acquaintance with 
at least some selected portion of the 
Digest of Justinian 


The effect of this training upon sue 


cessive generations of English lawyers 
•was impossible to overestimate, and he 
thought that there w as no more encour- 
aging sign in connection with the pres 
ent position of legal education on both 
sides of the Atlantic than the firm and 
assured position which the study of the 
Roman law now enjoys, not only in the 
great universities of England and Scot- 
land, but also in several of theuniversi 
ties in the United States 


Concluding he said "If we can show 
that the study oi law, when nghtly 
pursued, is liberalizing and not purely 
a technical study, we shall in that way 
have done a service not only to the pro 
tession to which we are all proud to be 
long, but also to society at large "

Train Derailed and the Engineer and

CAST6.V, O., Aug. 21.—Engine No. 49 


on a work train on the Cleveland, Can- 
toil autl Southern railroad jumped the 
track about one and a half miles south 
of Carrollton, O.. ran about 60 feet and 
then turned over the embankment np- 
side down, instantly killing Engineer 
Joseph Kirk and Fireman John Har- 
desty of Canton.

Winckelmann would have pronounced 
him a barbarian; Teuiers had style, 
though Louis XTV called him a ' "mag- 
got" and would not tolerate his pic- 
tures; Delacroix had style, though tbe 
classicists said his pictures looked as 
though painted with a drunken broom- 
Each one of them expressed himself in 
•is own peculiar way and possessed 
-.jie as Fenelon described it. 


Why, 
then, were they denounced? 


Why were Hugo, Alfred de Mussett, 
Millet and Manet scouted as rebels? 
Why do we today talk about the poems 
of Walt Whitman and the landscapes of 
Claude Monet as lacking in style since 
none of us denies that they show strong 
individualities? Is it not because they 
fail in giving that other style which 
Sir Joshua called the "grand style," 
find the meaning of which Bnffon sug- 
gests in that phrase, "to render prop- 
erty?"—Scribuer's. 


Restraint In Doing; Good. 


"A great desire to administer justice, 


and even to execute vengeance, oppress- 
es many persons," writes Mrs. Lyman 
Abbott, in Ladies' 
Home 
Journal. 


"They can hardly keep their hands off 
where they see what appears to fcfe 
tyranny; they long to put the driver in 
place of the abused horse, the large boy 
in place of the small 'fag,' the elder 
sister in the youuger's position aud so 
ou to the end of the chapter. When the 
temptation becomes too strong and these 
would be 'make rights' do interfere, they 
are more likely to make things far 
worse than to improve them. Theirs is 
a better attitude toward life than that 
of one who takes pleasure in the exhibi- 
tion of man's c-vil passions—a disposi- 
tion wo see manifested when a quarrel 
arises in the street and a crowd flocks 
at once to encourage and onjoy the spec- 
tacle. The retributive feeling may be 
right, but we must not put into action 
all our right feelings. Restraint in do- 
ing good is important as well as re- 
straint from evil. I suppose children 
have suffered quite as much from the 
interference of friends who would mod- 
ify a too strict diet and enlarge a too 
limited list of amusements as they have 
from their parents' restrictions."

The most remarkaBlo insect of 


South Africa' IH- the driver nut, tbe 
Anomma arcensof the scientist. 


This ant resoiu'b3cs the ordinary 


ant; except in size. It is rnucli 
larger, varying- from n quarter to 
three-quarters of an inch in length. 
The color is a dark brownish hlacst. 
Tbe head is large and powerful, and 
tbe mandibles am so curved that 
they cross when closed. Thus they 
grasp their prey so tightly that it is 
impossible to loosen their hold wilh- 
ont tearing tbe flesh. 


,But tho most curious thing about 


this species is that rwithor the mala 
nor female has as yet been discover- 
ed. This may seem to be a paradox, 
but the driver ant is the worker, 
and, as is tho case with bees and 
several other insects, has neither 
sex. 


This creature is- called the driver 


ant on account of its manner of 
traveling. Countless thousands, nay, 
millions of them, travel in armies 
across the country. Their column is 
from live to ten feet across and is 
sometimes miles in length. They 
drives every thing before them. Xo 
living being can -withstand their on- 
slaught, tor tboy will attack tho 
largest animals if molested, leaving 
nothing but a skeleton bebind. 


On the approach of an army of 


drivoir ants toward a village the in- 
habitants immediately vacate, tak- 
ing to tho woods, or, if a lake or 
stream is near, going out in canoes.

fight tho ants. Entering tho town, 
they fill every dwelling, devouring 
everything-ediblo in it and clearing 
it entirely oi all vermin. Then they 
pass on, k'.-jvinjj the house as clean 
as a. whistle.

Driver ants aro said to eat snakes,, 


beginning by biting tho reptile's 
ayes, thus rendering it helpless. Oa 
account of this habit, tbe natives 
say,, tho great python, after crush- 
ing and killing its proy, makiw a 
circuit around it of a zuilooE-soto 
soo if there is an army of these ants 
approaching. ' and, if so, loavsa the 
lictini to thorn, realizing its own 
helplessness after it has eatou the 
food.

The Taal. 


Tho liiuguago spofcon by tho Boor 


of today is euile.il "tho Taal." It is 
not Froneh, nor i.s it DiTtbh, nor is it, 
even in the waual aecoptution of the 
word, a rliulgct of Dutch, but it i» a 
brokwji fcriu of spiwcls based on that 
langtiiigu. It is used at tho present 
day all over rionth Africa by the 
Boers and half castes as thoir only 
slouch. It is found in its greatest 
parity in tbo Frew Hlv.te, Transvaal 
and frontier districts, whore it has 
boon least exjiostul to scholastic and' 
-foruiirii luUueuces during tho lust 
few yusrs. To analyse fully this tiny 
but interesting variety of speech 
•would take us far beyond our lim- 
its. It differs from tho Dutch of tho 
.Hollander not as archaic forms of 
spiveh in Europe often differ from 
tho literary, us tho Italian of tho Li- 
.guriaii peasant from that of the 
Florentine., or tho Somersetshire or 
Yorkshire dialects from tbo lan- 
guage nf tlif London newspapers. 
These archaic European dialects not 
. only often represent the earlier form 
-of the language, but are often richur 
in varied idioms and iu the power 
of expressing subtle and complex 
thoughts Than are their allied liter- 
iary forms. 


The relation of the Taal to Dutch 


is of a quite different kind. The 
Dutch of Holland is as highly devel- 
oped a language and as voluminous 
and capable of expressing tho finest 
scintillations of thought as any in 
Europe. Tho vocabulary of tho Taal 
has shrunk to a few hundred words, 
•which have been shorn of almost all 
their .inflections and have been oth- 
erwise eliiwod. — Fortnightly Re- 
view.

BICYCLE CAUSES BLINDNESS. 


A Delaware Woman Lose* Her Sight From 


Riding a Wheel. 


The doctors of Wilmington and Phila- 


•delphiaare puzzled over a case of blind- 
ness in Wilmington which has resulted 
from excessive and persistent bicycle 
riding. The victim is Mrs. Emien 
Hughes, a prominent society woman. 


.Mrs. Hughes was an enthusiastic cy- 


ciist. 
While learning, however, and 


even after she had acquired the mastery 
of the wheel, she had a habit of keeping 
her eyes riveted constantly on the front 
•wheel in her efforts to guide it. This 
habit grew until her eyes became affect- 
ed with what the doctors diagnosed as 
"bicycle stara" Her eyes pained her 
severely, but she continued to ride, le- 
fusirig to accept the diagnosis of hei 
doctors. 


About the 1st of April the first symp- 


toms of blindness developed, and it was 
necessary to confine hex in a dark room. 
During her confinement her eyes bled 
profusely, and her condition became so 
serious that she was removed to a pri- 
vate hospital in Philadelphia for treat- 
ment. At the. hospital the surgeons weie 
puzzled in their efforts to diagnose the 
case. They administered treatment to 
stop the hemorrhages, and for a time 
afforded temporary relief, but her con- 
dition grew steadily worse until in July 
she became totally blind. Mrs. Hughes 
is now in a critical condition.—Cleve- 
land Plain Dealer.

He says that 
an aluminima vr-i, 1 viih gas inflated 
tires cun be pi.: i n • he truck at a Weight 
of less than tci: j minis.

began his inveM'.pr.;:< us, ere discussing 
the. possibilities 1,1' tho use of gas in bi- 
cycle tires, and think that if the experi- 
ments arc kept up \vhoeimen will some 
duy be able to ride through the air on 
wheels properly balanced so that the 
riders may maintain their equilibrium. 
Fans could be attached to the wheels to 
propel them through the air. As yet, 
however, these ideas arc very crude and 
gaseous.—New York Journal.

Oaaciiita bottoms with 
owners, who nndf-runik tji<> trip for tho 
pur]Ki.<u of estimating the increase for 
the year. Two largo dogs of a bre«i 
known only in hog districts were taken 
along to locate the gaiuo und bring it to 
bay. Soon after ent<aiug the timber we 
heard a roar as if half a dozen lions 
were holding a powwow. The nearer 
we approached the more emphatic were 
the remarks of the hogs. Suddenly out 
sprang a dog from the confines of a 
thicket, and, close at his heels, a huge 
boar with long whita tusks. Foam drip- 
ped from his mouth, and the red glare 
of his eyes was terrible. After him 
rushed the entire "bunch," followed at 
a safe distance by the other dog. When 
more open ground was reached, the lead 
dog ended the chase by turning .sudden- 
ly, and, with the help of his mate, 
bringing the hogs a second time to hay. 
This feat was accomplished by running 
several times around the bunch, each 
dog keeping on opposite sides and at a 
safe distance from the dangerous game. 
The adults threw,themselves into a solid 
phalanx about the young, and, with 
heads ont, presented a formidable array. 
Woe be unto man or beast- that ap- 
proaches too near the ranks of these 
brutes when standing at bay. 
They 


know their strength, and nothing can 
resist- their charge. A blow from one of 
those tusks cuts like a knife, as many 
an inexperienced pup learns to his sor 
row. On rare occasions even an old dog 
is caught unaware und ripped from end 
to end. 


In the ranks of that indignant assem- 


bly were the tallest and thinnest speci- 
mens of the razor tribe I have ever seen. 
The body of the most prominent boar 
w;is at least 6 inches wide and 2-0 inches 
deep, with 10 inches of daylight under- 
neath. Extending from end to end was j 
an unbroken line of standing bristles 
that were longest on the withers and 
hips. 


It was decided to pen this bunch, 


aud, 
in obedience to a wave of the hand 


from his master, the lead dog rau as 
close as he dared to the death Hue, and 
then started at full speed in the direc- 
tion indicated, with the hogs in pursuit, 
and the second dog brought xip the rear.

Sometimes he is only a common cur, 
but ofrener the result of a cross v,r;ih 
the bulldog or bloodhound. -At all 
events he must be strong, active and 
know when to catch and how to let go, 
else his career will not be long. 


My friends informed me that once a 


year ail persons owning hogs in the 
woods appoint a time and make a drive, 
for tho double purpose of marking the 
pigs aud .selecting the fattest candidates 
for the annual hog killing. It seems, 
however, that in some districts the hogs 
roam unmarked through the great woods 
— too wild to be handled. 
Landowners 


living near such ranges obtain a right 
from the parish to hunt them through 
the fall and winter months, when they 
are shot down like other wild game. 
Any man found on tho ranges killing 
hogs without a permit is arrested and 
prosecuted as a common thief. 


Some of the colors to be found among 


these animals would surprise many 
northern stock growers. There are sev- 
eral shades of blue, ranging from a 
leaden, hue to a light azure. Then there 
are solid tans, and tans with dashes of 
black or white. Some are of a solid cow 
red, and some are cow red with a broad 
belt of white about the middla Others 
again are arrayed in shades varying 
from a dull yellow to an up couutrj* 
mndhole color. 
Briiidles are numerous 


and blacks arc rare. 


The razorback is never so happy as 


when the nut season opens; for he 
knows that a summer's hard rooting is 
o'er, aud that he -may begin a period of 
ease aud luxury, with nothing to do but 
eat, sleep and keep some other hog from 
infringing on his claim. Two months 
of snc-ii feed and tho raaorback is just 
a little wirier, a deal heavier, aud hi? 
ribs arc packed with layers, of fat 
against the coming of winter. Then it 
is that one of these swine is in his best. 
spirits, and can leap a four foot log and 
click his hoot's twice while going over.

'erence and the car was left to tbe 
bluecoats themsslves. One private 
chased another one through the pas- 
senger coaches with a big knife, scar- 
ng the 'men and terrifying 
the 


women. 


The 
conductor feared murder 


would result, and telegraphed the 
railroad officials from Valparaiso that 
the train was in possession of a mob 
of drunken soldiers, and requested 
jolice protection. The police met 
;he train when it arrives at Chicago 
at 9'j.o, but made no arrests. 


The windows of the car were all 


shattered, the seats broken and the 
Anterior of the car covered with the 
blood of the injured. Several per- 
sjns were badly cut, fingers were 
broken and many skulls bruised.

The Board of Health of this city Is 


negligent in thematter of permitting 
the immense gardens of weeds to 
;row and flourish in many parts of 
ihe city, on vacant lots and in the 
streets in front of the same. This 
rank vegetation exhale* foal and noi- 
some odors, is unpleasant, unsightly 
and unheaithful, infecting the at- 
mosphere of the entire region bribe 
miasmatic poison thrown oft from 
t. The board should employ men to 
cut down these weeds, and charge 


e expense against the property 


[n some instances the property alluded 
to belongs to non-residents, while 
some belongs to our own citizens. 
But it makes no difference who the 
owner ie—the same course should be 
pursued. The evil should be reme- 
died and at once. Ko man has any 
right to maintain a nuisance in any 
neighborhood, and these beds of noi- 
some weeds come readily in that 
category. A complaint was vester- 
day made to the sanitary officer con- 
cerning thla evil, and that dignitary 
replied • "That property belongs to a 
non-resident; he is dead. The board 
notified the administrator, but has 
received no reply. I do not know 
what he is going to do or what the 
joard will do.1' It should .not take 
the board 
long 
to 
determine 


what to do. 
They should hire 


a man at a good, stiff pries to cut 
down the weeds, and let the property 
owner pay the bill with his other 
taxes. 


The laws of Ohio give tbe Board of 


Elealth supervision over such mat- 
ters, and it only remains for them to 
declare the weeds- detrimental to 
icalth, notify the property owners 
io remove them, and if the command 
is not obeyed, to at onoe cause the 
work W oe done, and the cost of the 
work becomes a lien on the property. 


There is almost an epidemic of 


malarial fever in this county, and a 
great deal of it may be attributed to 
ihe miasmatic poisons exhaled from 
.he great forests- of weeds which 
careless property owners have allowed 
to grow io luxuriously. 


The Board of Health should move 


at once in the matter, and in the in- 
.erest of the public health have them 
removed^
